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OUR CONTINENTAL CORRESPONDENCE 
Paris, November 2, 1867. 

DeaTH continues its ravages among men of emi- 
nence with unusual rigor. Every day seems to 
carry some distinguished person to the grave. Two 
persons, among those who have departed life within 
the month, deserve a place in these columns. Dr. 
Louis Veron was all his life nearly connected 
with literature; he is not to be despised as an 
author, and he was an influential editor. Born in 
a stationer’s back shop in the Rue du Bac, of thrifty 
parents, and educated for the medical profession, 
his first ambition was to fill a chair in the Medical 
School and a place in some hospital. Had perse- 
verance been.among his endowments, he probably 
would have succeeded, for he secured the place of 
resident student in the hospitals, and Orfila voted 
him worthy the first prize of Natural Philosophy, 
though Bouillaud and Arnal were his rivals. Young 
Veron persuaded himself the powerful professors 
were prejudiced against him, and he could attain 
no success, whatever his deserts might be. He 
directed his mind to the private practice of the pro- 
fession, opened an office, and was slowly climbing 
into practice, when, called upon to bleed an obese 
dowager, he failed, after three efforts, to reach the 
lubber-buried vein. She ordered him out of the 
house with such fierce upbraiding that he retreated, 
crestfallen, and threw the lancet, which had proved 
so fatal to himself and so harmless to others, into 
the fire. His parents died about this time and left 
him 88000, which he very judiciously invested in 
an apothecary’s shop belonging to Regnault, who 
had just then invented an efficacious lozenge, a spe- 
cific for colds. Dr. Veron adroitly used the news- 
papers to give publicity to the merits of this new 
remedy, and advertising wrought in those unlet- 
tered days the miracle it now works every day—it 
made Dr. Veron and his partner rich. Dr. Veron 
then determined to establish a magazine. It was 
the first periodical of the sort founded in France. 
He recruited among the old, and especially among 
the young authors of that day the best writers, 
and, for the first time in France, paid them quite 
well. It was in Veron’s “ Revue de Paris” that the 
best short tales of De Balzac, Scribe, Prosper Mé- 
rimée, Sue, Frederic Soulié, Jules Sandeau, Alex. 
Dumas, and other authors of that day appeared. 
Leon Gozlan, Eugene Guénot, Alphonse Karr, Mali- 
tourne, and others won the earnest-money of their 
reputation in those pages. Dr. Veron sold it fora 
good price, and soon afterwards became manager of 
the Grand Opera. While inthis post he introduced 
Meyerbeer, Halevy, Paganini, Mile. Taglioni, and 
Mlle. Fanny Elssler, and he brought out “ Robert le 
Diable,” ‘‘ Les Huguenots,” “ La Juive,” ‘* Masani- 
ello,” and “La Sylphide.”” He made $100,000 at 
the Grand Opera, and quitted it. After leading an 
idle life for some years, he became chief editor and 
manager of “ Le Constitutionnel,” which was then 
almost worthless. He formed political relations 
with M. Thiers, and the newspaper became the or- 
gan of the latter’s party—le centre droit, as it was 
called. Every morning M. Thiers saw the writer of 
the political leader, and criticized the day’s article, 
and gave suggestions for the morrow’s contribution. 
Sometimes he contributed, or made MM. De Remn- 
sat, Victor Cousin, Duvergier, De Hauranne, or some 
other good pen of the party, write a leader or other 
article. Dr. Veron had lived behind the lyric and 
dramatic curtain, he was now behind the scenes of 
politics, and saw all those greasy ropes and dirty 
hands which move the scenery of that stage. He 
has left an interesting account of both these green- 
rooms in his “ Mémoires,” although he is almost 
always unjust to M. Thiers. The latter treated him 
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| ungratefully in his prosperous days. All the party 
| were rewarded when M. Thiers became Minister— 
all except Dr. Veron, for he had been the manager 
of the Grand Opera! Nevertheless, he continued 
faithful to the party and to M. Thiers, until it be- 
came evident that Louis Napoleon was determined 
to shake off parties, to be master of France, and to 
re-establish the empire. M. Thiers was determined 
to oppose all these schemes. Dr. Veron was re- 
solved to support them. Their quarrel was violent, 
and to the end of his life. Dr. Veron never lost an 
occasion to attack with acrimony M. Thiers. “Le 
Constitutionnel” gave substantial support to Lonis 
Napoleon ; and when all the men who now bask in 
the imperial sunshine kept aloof and made publie 
demonstrations of their hostility to Louis Napoleon 
(it was the hour of peril), Dr. Veron incessantly 
labored to defend him, and staked his head and his 
fortune on Louis Napoleon’s policy. When the storm 
ceased and sunny days came, everybody found some 
profit, except Dr. Veron. He wished a seat in the 
Senate, but never asked it or any other favor of the 
government, justly thinking he had rendered such 


important services as to warrant him in expecting 


the government to seek to gratify his desires. He 
amused himself writing his “ Mémoires” and a 
novel, ‘‘Cing Cent Mille Livres de Rente,” and lead- 
ing the life of pleasure within reach of the wealthy 
in Paris. His dinners were famous. His cook was 
once the servant of Fanny Elssler, and was one of 
the best cooks in Paris. His table was surrounded 
by eminent men and beautiful women of that fairy- 
land which lies behind the footlights. During his 
management of “ Le Constitutionnel” he published 
Eugene Sue’s “* Wandering Jew,” giving him $20,000 


| for it, and several other novels for which the novelist 


received nearly the same price. He gave Alfred 
de Musset $1000 for each of his short stories. He 
published novels by M. Alex. Dumas, Creorge Sand, 
Scribe, Fred. Soulié, and, after the revolution of Feb- 
ruary, when M. Sainte-Beuve, having lost his place 
as librarian of the Bibliothéque Mazarine, was quite 
bewildered what course to pursue (he even thought 
of going to America to deliver lectures, and had a 
letter written to Mr. George Ticknor to ascertain 
that scheme’s chances of success), Dr. Veron sug- 
gested he should write criticisms on the current 
literature of the day, threw open “ Le Constitution- 
nel” to him, and gave him $100 for each article. 
We are consequently indebted to Dr. Veron for those 
excellent “ Causeries de Lundi” which have done 80 
much to extend and consolidate M. Sainte-Beuve'’s 
reputation. It gratifies me to record that the author 
was not ungrateful. He net only ate the Doctor’s 
good dinners (many a man did that only to whet 
his teeth to backbite), but always showed himself 
Veron’s obliged friend, and, after his death, wrote 
this note to Dr. Veron’s celebrated cook and faithfal 
servant: “My dear Sophie, I have not ceased to 
think of you during these latter days, and of the 
moral pain added to the fatigue given you by the 
long and painful agony of a master to whom you 
were most attached. I must be in the disagreeable 
state of health which prevents my leaving the house 
to prevent my appearing at his funeral, where all 
his friends will be. I hope that after the first mo- 
| ments have passed away, and when you shall have 
recovered liberty, you will not refuse me the plea- 
sure of talking with you of him we have lost, and 
also of yourself. Believe me, etc., Satnte-Bsvvs.” 
I have never read any page by M. Sainte-Beuve 
which gave me more pleasure than this note. It 
is the fashion here to Jaugh at Dr. Veron, for the 
French are the most envious people in the w 
and are unhappy unless they plant thorns in the 
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especially if they be persons who won their wealth 
themselves. A titled person or the rich man’s son 
has greater immunity. You have seen the serious 
literary influence Dr. Veron had. He gave the Lite- 
rary Men’s Association $4000. So far from gratitude 
being expressed or felt, this beneficence proved the 
signal for new and more numerous attacks on Dr. 
Veron. He recently became chief manager of “ Le 
Constitutionnel,” and was summarily, “like a ser- 
vant,” as he said, dismissed by orders of the govern- 
ment. During his leisure he wrote a work in praise 
of the Emperor, ‘ Quatre Ans de Regne,” and a con- 
tinuation of his ‘* Mémoires.” 
left more than one manuscript volume of the latter, 
which will probably see the light. Although only 
sixty-nine years old, Dr. Veron had, of late years, 
been fast getting old, for he could not be induced 
to quit Paris, even for a few weeks’ change of air. 
Six weeks ago he was seized with an abdominal in- 
flammation, which yielded to none of the remedies 
Dr. Ricord and Dr. Blache could suggest. He slowly 
sank. As Earth receded from his view, he sum- 
moned Religion to his side, leaned on Faith’s arm, 
and met Death with firmness. His funeral was 
attended by a large concourse of people, its impres- 
siveness being heightened by all the art the Grand 
Opera could throw into the funereal chants of the 
church,

Rhine” (an incomplete posthumous work) ; A. San- 
son’s “Economie du Betail,” applications of zoo- 
technie ; “Statistique de la France,” 2d series, vol. 
15—statistics of public charity from 1854 to 1861; 
Gustave Aimard’s “ Rosas ;”” Henry de Kock’s “ Com- 
ment Aimait une Grisette ;’’ St. Germain Leduc’s 
“Serviteurs et Commensaux d’Homme;’’ M. Miche- 
let’s “ Louis XVI.” (the 17th and last volume of 
his History of France); and C. Wescher’s “ Polior- 
cetique des Grees” (printed at the Imperial Library). 

-M. Arséne Houssaye will shortly bring out 
his “History of Leonardo da Vinci.” . . The 19th 
edition of M. Spiers’ Dictionary, the 15th edition of 
its abridgment, and the 24th edition of his “ Etude 
Raisonée,”” have just been published. . . The 6th 
volume of M. Mortimer Ternaux’s “ History of the 
Reign of Terror” is in press, and will be published 
this month. . .

| played 400 times ; and when they gave their per- 
mission, it was to play a strangely mutilated piece. 
| M. Alex. Dumas has had the mutilations published, 
and as these freaks of censors are one of the curious 
| chapters of literary history, I must lay at least a 
| few of these corrections before you. There are few 
mutilated sentences in the first act, but in the 
second act they drew a red ink score through all 
the words I have included within quotation marks :— 

Viscountess. “Oh! ’tis painful. But then the 
greatest care is taken of them at the Foundling 
Hospital ; they are treated just like other children.” 

Antony. “Oh! ’tis most generous in those who 
take care of them.” 

Adéle. What! are there mothers who have the 
heart to— 

Antony. Indeed there are. 

Adele. You! 

Viscountess. Besides, now and then, wealthy 
people who have no children go there to select one, 
and take it for themselves. 

Antony. “ Ay! ’tia a sort of shop.” 

Adele. Oh! if I had no children, I should like 
to adopt one of these orphans. 

Viscountess. You would be wrong; there they 
pass their lives “ with people like themselves.” 

Adele. Oh! don’t tell me about those poor crea- 
tures ; ’tis too painful! 

Antony. What is it to you? Let us talk about 
them. You said they were there “ with people like 
themselves,’ and Madam Adéle would be wrong to 
adopt them. 

Viscountess. Unquestionably. Adoption would 
not have covered its real birth with oblivion, “and, 
despite the education you might give it, what place 
could it fill were it a man?” 

Antony. “ Of a truth, what career is open to him ?” 

Viscountess. “If it is a woman, how can she be 
married ?” 

Antony. “Why, certainly! Who would marry 
an orphan? I might, perhaps, because I am above 
prejudices. So you see, madam, the curse has gone 
forth. The wretched must continue wretched ; for 
him Heaven has no glance, men no pity.” Having 
no name— Do you know what ’tis to have no 
name? 

Viscountess. Do you believe in love? 

Antony. In love? Yes. In friendship? No. 
“Friendship is a bastard sentiment which nature 
needs not, a social conventionality which the heart 
has adopted out of selfishness, in which the soul is 
continually injured by the mind, and which the 
glance of a woman or the smile of a prince can 
instantly destroy.” 

Adele. “ Do you think so?” 

Antony. “Indeed I do. Ambition and love are 
passions, friendship is a mere sentiment.” 

What do you think of these mutilations? Are 
they not ludicrously puerile? The censors blotted 
“Malediction be upon him” from the phrase in 
which Antony expresses indignation when a man 
refuses to tell him his mother’s name; they blotted, 
too, “I no longer feared either man’s insults or 
injustice.” A few years since the Prefect of Police 
was named Dubois. A dramatic writer introduced 
into a play a thieving, impudent servant, a sort of 
modern Scapin, and christened him Dubois, a name 
as common as Brown in America (Martin is the 
French Smith). The censors at once blotted it, as 
disrespectful to the Prefect of Police. Another 
writer introduced into a vaudeville a gardener, who 
offered to his master a salad of what is called here 
Capuchin’s beard. The censors wrote on the mar- 
gin: “‘ Select some other salad; no jokes must be 
levelled at religion.” I am glad to hear frem 
tolerable authority that this useless board is to be

abolished. It never did anything but harm, and 


never once prevented a hostile play. It allowed 
“ Vautrin” to be played, which Frederick Lemaitre 
converted into a virulent attack on Louis Philippe 
by making a significant gesture when he said 
* Down with Philippe.” The censors struck out 
these words. The actor repeated his gesture; the 
whole play was interdicted. 

I may add another story in illustration of the 
stupidity of censors everywhere. A Munich book- 
seller ordered from France a cookery-book. The 
censor, upon examining it, saw a recipe for cooking 
carps au gras. “I am sure the author intended to 
jeer the church,” said the censor, “therefore I shall 
confiscate all the volumes,” and they were confis- 
cated. . . A Prussian officer recently noticed that 
the statues of Goethe and Schiller, on the Linden 
Avenue at Berlin, were twelve feet high, while the 
statues of generals on that public promenade were 
only seven feet high, and he immediately petitioned 
the King to have the authors’ statnes diminished !

| Let no Boox tack AN ALPHABETICAL InDEX.—Sea- 
liger devoted ten months to compiling an Index to 
Gruter’s “ Inscriptiones Antique ;” Baillet vot only 
eulogized the Index to “ Antonio’s Bibliotheca,” but 
made an Index of thirty-five volumes to the books 
of M. De Lamoignon’s Library ; Le Clere considered 
Index making a vocation too high for every writer; 
Mattaire made Indexes, and lauds the art in a Latin 
thesis. 

“ An Index is a necessary implement, and no im- 
pediment of a book, except in the same sense where- 

in the carriages of an army are termed impediments, 
Without this, a large author is but a labyrinth, 
without a clue to direct the reader therein.”— 
Fuller’s Worthies. 

“If a book has no Index or good Table of Con- 
| tents, ’tis very useful to make one as you are 
| reading it.”—Dr. Watts. 

True, but an author has no right to make me 
suffer for his negligence or indolence. 

“TI wish you would add an Inder rerum, that 
| when the reader recollects any incident, he may 
| easily find it, which at present he cannot do, unless 
he knows in which volume it is told.”—Dr. John- 
son to Richardson. 

And Richardson was sensible enough to profit by 

| the advice. 
“Books born mostly of Chaos—which want all 
| things, even an Index—are a painful object. . . . 
|He writes big books, wanting in almost every 
quality, and does not give even an Index to them.” 
—Carlyle’s Frederick the Great, vol. i. 

“The value of anything, it has been observed, is 
| best known by the want of it. Agreeably to this 
idea, we, who have often experienced great incon- 
veniences from the want of Jnderes, entertain the 
highest sense of their worth and importance. We 
know that in the construction of a good Index, 
there is far more scope for the exercise of judg- 
ment and abilities than is commonly supposed. 
We feel the merits of the compiler of such an Index, 
and we are even ready to testify our thankfulness 
for his exertions.”—London Monthly Review. 

“Those authors whose subjects require them to 
| be voluminous, will do well, if they would be re- 
| membered as long as possible, not to omit a duty 
|which authors, in general, but especially modern 

authors, are too apt to neglect—that of appending 
to their works a good Index. For their deplorable 
deficiencies in this respect, Prof. De Morgan, speak- 
ing of historians, assigns the curious reason, ‘that 
| they think to oblige their readers to go through 
them from beginning to end, by making this the 
only way of coming at the contents of their volumes. 
They are much mistaken, and they might learn 
| from their own mode of dealing with the writings 
| of others how their own will be used in turn.’ We 
think that the unwise indolence of authors has 
| probably had much more to do with the matter 
than the reason thus humorously assigned ; but the 
fact which he proceeds to mention is incontestably 
true. ‘No writer (of this class) is so much read as 
the one who makes a good Index, or so much 
cited.’’"—Henry Rogers: The Vanity and Glory of 
Literature.

Indeed, no periodical has 
ever excelled it in the beauty of its typographi- 
cal execution. This is high praise, but no one 
who sees it will deny that it is deserved. The 
first chapters of the American novel “ Dallas Gal- 
braith” exhibit marked power. The poem, “A 
Welcome to Garibaldi,” is rather indifferent. Phila- 
delphians will be interested in a pleasantly written 
paper about “The Old Slate Roof House,” just torn 
down, which was full of historical associations. But 
the gem of the number is “ The Forget-me-not; a 
Christmas Story.” A paper on “ Pre-historic Man” 
opens a subject which is fresh to American readers, 
and treats it with the hand of a master! There is 
an able article on “Trade and the Currency,” in 
which contraction and a resumption of specie pay- 
ments are advocated. Other papers which we have 
not had time to read promise well, and the poem 
“My Destiny,’’ is perfect in melody and rhythm. 
The editorial portion shows a genial and scholarly 
pen, and altogether the first number is a genuine 
success. We understand that, on the principle 


{that “No conversation is allowed with the man 


at the wheel,” the editor’s name is not to be 
disclosed. 

We understand that there will shortly be pub- 
lished in this country a new edition of the “ Prin- 
ciples of the Mechanics of Machinery and Engineer- 
ing,” by Dr. Julius Weisbach, Professor of Mechanics 
and Applied Mathematics in the Royal Mining 
Academy of Freiberg. It will be an entirely new 
translation from the fourth and last German edition, 
and will consist of three volumes of twenty-five 
hundred pages, illustrated with the same number 
of engravings on wood and containing numerous 
annotations by the editor. There hds been no 
American edition since that of 1848, which was in 
two volumes with one thousand engravings, and 
has been out of print a long time, and has there- 
fore become exceedingly scarce. Two volumes, 
we believe, of the new edition have been already 
translated, and will be published early in the 
spring. The editor and translator, J. Shenton 
Zane, Esq, is a native of this city, a Civil and

“These are quarto volumes, printed in Gothic | 
letters. One is a larger confession in the Mexican 
and Spanish languages; the other is an abridg- | 
ment, or ‘ brief confession.’ .

Probably the Providence writer is correct in his

German Literarcore. (Berlin, Nov. 6, 1867.)— 
The German novel of the season, Hermann Grimm's 
“Trresistible Forces,” is an excellent specimen of 
the modern German method of mingling fiction with 
instruction. It should be especially interesting to 
Americans, because it deals from beginning to end 
with American characters, American scenes, and, 
what is more important, American views and prin- 
ciples. One can hardly fail to imagine that the 
author, while gracefully evading responsibility 
through his license as a creative artist, has per- 
haps managed to say a good deal through the me- 
dium of his characters in the New World, which it 
would have been unsafe, or at least éxcessively un- 
fashionable, to say by speech or pamphlet in the 
old. The title itself—* Irresistible Forces ”’—gives 
an indication of that dark undercurrent of destiny 
and tragic fatality in the story which plays so large 
a part in the Greek drama, and indeed is so often 
to be traced in the changing fortunes of our modern 
life. But it will be more suitable to us as Ameri- 
cans to view it from another side—as a protest 
against the abuses and absurdities of the European 
social system, as a sort of trial of the great cause 
of Democracy vs. Aristocracy. In this light, and 
in view of its many merits, the book, it is safe to 


| say, ought to attract attention here, where the great 


cause is yet on trial, and may fairly excite interest 
even in America. 

Grimm, it is well known, has been for years in 
the habit of cultivating familiar acquaintance with 
the intelligent Americans who visit Berlin, and he 
has excellently profited by the occasion to inform 


| himself as to the whole aspect of American society. 


The sketches of American street-life, politics, and 
the like are handled with surprising vigor and es- 
sential truth; that they shonld be dramatically 


| correct in every detail would be too much to expect 


from an author who, if I do not mistake, never set 
foot on American ground. The point mainly to be 
insisted upon in an estimate of his book is the 
broad, humane, genial appreciation of the healthy 
influence of American democracy, in its right sense,
